metallurgical plants, as follows: 1) The Ministry of Metallurgy and Ore-Mining approved the 
planned reconstruction of the charcoal blast-furnaces at Weidenbrunn. 2) The same type of 
blast furnaces which operate satisfactorily at Unterwellenborn/Maxhuette Steel Plant7 are to 
be installed at the Neuhuette Plant in SchmalHalden, Initially, two blast furnaces, with a 
daily maximum capacity of 250 tons each, are to be installed. The Neuhuette Plant is scheduled 
to start production by the middle of 1953 , and will probably operate as a branch of the Max- 
hue tte Plant.
